Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  Borough  and  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  in  1953. 

Generally  speaking,  the  health  of  the  community  was  good,  and 
apart  from  the  epidemic  of  measles  at  the  beginning  of  the  year, 
and  the  increase  in  the  number  of  scarlet  fever  cases  at  the  end  of 
the  year,  there  was  no  undue  incidence  of  any  of  the  serious  notifiable 
diseases.  The  number  of  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
and  the  number  of  deaths  from  this  cause  were  the  lowest  for  many 
years. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  occurring  in  the  town  again 
showed  quite  a  large  decrease  from  the  previous  year,  the  corrected 
death  rate  being  9-8  per  1,000  population,  compared  with  114 
for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales.  The  birth  rate  showed  a 
very  welcome  rise  from  the  low  rate  of  1952,  the  corrected  birth 
rate  being  14-0  per  1,000  population,  compared  with  12-0  in  1952. 
It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  for  the  year 
(18*8  per  1,000  live  births)  was  the  lowest  recorded  in  the  town,  the 
previous  lowest  record  being  19-2  per  1,000  live  births  in  1951. 

Regarding  the  environmental  services,  there  was  steady  progress  in 
the  provision  of  new  houses,  and  the  feature  of  the  year  was  the 
increased  activity  by  private  enterprise  building. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Chairmen  and  members  of  the  Com¬ 
mittees  with  which  the  Health  Department  is  associated  for  their 
confidence  and  support,  and  the  officers  and  staff  of  the  Health 
and  other  Departments  for  their  assistance  and  co-operation.

The  Registrar-General  gives  the  corrected  number  of  live  births 
in  the  town  as  532  (264  boys  and  268  girls),  this  being  66  more  than 
in  1952.  Of  these  births,  32  were  illegitimate  (14  boys  and  18  girls). 
This  is  6  0  per  cent  of  the  total  live  births,  as  compared  with  4-6 
per  cent  in  1952. 

The  crude  birth  rate  for  1953  is  13*4,  and  when  the  comparability 
factor  (1-04)  is  applied,  the  corrected  birth  rate  is  14-0  per  1,000  of 
the  total  population,  compared  with  11*5  in  1952.  The  birth  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  in  1953  was  15-5.

The  registered  number  of  stillbirths  in  1953  was  11  (6  males  and 
5  females),  of  which  one  was  illegitimate,  thus  giving  a  stillbirth 
rate  of  20-7  per  1,000  total  births,  or  0*28  per  1,000  of  total  popula¬ 
tion. 


Deaths 

After  correction  for  transferable  deaths,  the  total  assigned  to  the 
Borough  by  the  Registrar-General  was  538  (240  males  and  298 
females).  This  is  76  less  than  in  1952,  and  gives  a  crude  death  rate 
of  13-6.  When  adjusted  for  sex  and  age  distribution,  to  make  it 
comparable  with  other  districts,  the  local  death  rate  was  9-8  com¬ 
pared  with  11-4  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole.

Maternal  Mortality 

There  were  no  deaths  due  to  maternal  causes  in  1953. 


Infant  Mortality 

Ten  children  (6  boys  and  4  girls)  under  the  age  of  1  year  died  in 
1953.  This  is  four  less  than  in  1952,  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate 
of  18*8  per  1,000  live  births.  This  is  the  lowest  recorded  rate  in 
the  history  of  the  Borough.  The  table  on  Page  9  gives  the  causes 
of  death  in  these  infants,  and  the  age  at  which  death  occurred. 

Of  the  ten  deaths,  seven  occurred  during  the  first  month.  Only 
one  child  died  from  infection — pneumonia,  and  there  were  no  deaths 
due  to  accident,  whereas  in  1952  three  deaths  were  due  to  accident.

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II.  GENERAL  HEALTH  SERVICES 


I.  HOSPITALS 

The  hospitals  providing  accommodation  and  treatment  for 
residents  of  the  town  and  surrounding  districts  are  administered  by 
the  South-West  Regional  Hospital  Board,  through  the  Weston-super- 
Mare  Hospital  Management  Committee.  The  hospitals  situated 
in  the  town  are: — 

Weston-super-Mare  General  Hospital 
Ashcombe  House  Maternity  Hospital 
Drove  Road  Hospital 

Royal  West  of  England  Convalescent  Hospital 


Drove  Road  Hospital 

Drove  Road  Hospital,  which  was  originally  the  Borough  Isolation 
Hospital,  was  converted  to  a  Geriatric  Hospital  in  March,  1951, 
and  since  then  has  been  of  great  benefit  in  dealing  with  the  sick  and 
infirm  old  people  in  the  town.  During  1953,  75  cases  were  admitted 
to  the  hospital,  58  of  which  came  from  Weston-super-Mare  alone. 


Ashcombe  House  Miaternity  Hospital 

There  were  422  admissions  to  Ashcombe  House  Maternity 
Hospital  in  1953,  and  of  these  350  were  admitted  from  Weston- 
super-Mare.  The  number  of  births  in  the  hospital  during  the  year 
was  415. 

The  high  rate  of  hospital  confinements  noted  in  last  year’s  Annual 
Report  continued  in  1953,  and  of  the  516  births  actually  registered 
in  the  town  during  the  year,  408  occurred  in  Ashcombe  House, 
4  in  the  General  Hospital,  16  in  private  nursing  homes,  and  only 
88  (17  per  cent  of  the  total)  at  home.

School  Health  Service 

The  North-West  Somerset  Divisional  Executive  Area  covers 
Weston-super-Mare  and  Axbridge  Rural  District.  There  are 
about  8,000  schoolchildren  in  the  Divisional  Area,  about  5,000  of 
whom  attend  schools  in  Weston-super-Mare.  During  1953,  2,033 
children  had  a  routine  medical  inspection  in  school,  and  in  addition 
there  were  1,075  special  examinations,  and  1,822  re-examinations. 
Of  the  2,033  children  who  had  a  routine  medical  inspection,  192 
were  found  to  require  treatment  for  some  defect  (apart  from  dental 
defect).  The  following  clinics  are  held  at  46  The  Boulevard : —

Ambulance  Service

area  is  at  41  and  43  Oxford  Street,  Weston-super-Mare. 
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III.  LOCAL  AUTHORITY  SERVICES 


First  Aid  Post  and  Centre  for  Lost  Children 

The  First  Aid  Post  was  again  staffed  during  the  summer  season 
by  members  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  and  St.  John  Ambulance 
Brigade.  During  Whitsun,  and  from  the  30th  May  to  the  14th 
September,  884  cases  were  dealt  with  (982  in  1952).  36  of  these 
were  sent  to  hospital. 

The  Centre  for  Lost  Children  was  open  from  the  21st  May  to  the 
12th  September,  and  the  Police  Matron  cared  for  515  children 
(488  in  1952),  including  80  on  August  Bank  Holiday. 

Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948 

This  section  provides  for  the  removal  to  a  suitable  place  of  persons 
who  are  in  need  of  care  and  attention  through  age  or  disease.  No 
cases  were  dealt  with  under  this  section  of  the  Act  during  the  year, 
although  many  instances  of  old  people  requiring  care  and  attention 
were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Public  Health  Department. 

An  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  for  the  town  was  formed  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  members  of  the  Committee  consisting 
of  representatives  from  all  the  voluntary  and  statutory  organisations 
concerned  with  the  welfare  of  old  people.  The  Committee  is 
working  well,  and  one  of  the  first  duties  was  to  organise  a  visiting 
service  which  would  cover  all  parts  of  the  town. 

Disposal  of  Refuse 

Controlled  tipping  continued  at  the  claypit  near  Langford  Road, 
and  by  the  end  of  the  year  the  greater  part  of  the  pit  had  been  filled 
in.  Negotiations  are  in  progress  for  the  acquisition  of  a  large  area 
of  land  for  the  continuation  of  tipping,  and  if  the  negotiations  are 
successful  there  will  be  enough  land  available  for  tipping  for  about 
20  years.  The  proposed  new  site  is  in  a  part  of  the  town  remote 
from  private  houses,  and  should  not  give  rise  to  any  complaints. 

Water  Supplies 

The  Banwell  Spring  supply  met  normal  winter  demands  in 
quantity,  but  had  to  be  supplemented  by  Weston  Well  water  during 
June,  July  and  August.  A  draft  agreement  has  been  reached  with 
the  Bristol  Waterworks  Company  for  the  additional  supply  of 
750,000  gallons  per  day  (at  peak  rate  of  2  million  gallons  per  day). 
The  scheme  for  the  necessary  new  mains  and  plant,  estimated  to 
cost  £132,000,  has  been  agreed  by  the  Council  and  is  ready  for  sub¬ 
mission  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government. 

The  intermittent  contamination  of  the  raw  water  supply  from  the 
gathering  grounds  continued,  and  was  especially  bad  in  July  and 
August.  During  the  year  60  samples  of  raw  water  were  examined 
bacteriologically,  and  of  these  38  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory. 
105  samples  of  treated  water  were  examined,  and  2  of  these  were 
found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  Six  chemical  analyses  of  water  were 
made  during  the  year,  and  these  were  satisfactory.  The  water  has 
no  plumbo-solvent  action. 
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In  view  of  the  anxiety  caused  by  the  contamination  of  the  raw 
water  supply,  it  was  decided  to  instal  a  new  chlorinator  for  primary 
marginal  chlorination,  together  with  a  chlorine  residual  recorder. 
The  existing  chloramine  plant  is  being  retained  as  a  secondary  means 
of  treatment  if  this  is  found  necessary. 

11,842  houses,  representing  an  estimated  population  of  46,324 
(estimated  at  per  house)  are  supplied  directly  from  the  public 
mains,  and  3  houses,  representing  12  persons,  obtain  their  water 
water  supplies  from  a  standpipe.  There  are  no  houses  in  the 
Borough  obtaining  their  water  supply  from  a  well.

The  only  notifiable  infectious  disease  which  reached  epidemic 
proportion  in  1953  was  measles.  The  usual  biennial  epidemic 
began  towards  the  end  of  1952  and  continued  until  May,  1953, 
when  a  total  of  669  cases  had  been  notified,  481  occurring  in  1953. 
During  the  epidemic  only  8  children  were  admitted  to  hospital,  and 
there  were  no  deaths  due  to  the  disease. 

Notifications  of  whooping  cough  were  scattered  throughout  the 
year,  but  the  largest  number  occurred  between  June  and  September, 
when  78  of  a  total  of  99  notifications  were  received.  In  1952,  the 
peak  number  of  cases  occurred  between  February  and  May. 

Scarlet  Fever  began  to  increase  in  December,  and  this  was  the 
beginning  of  quite  an  extensive  and  prolonged  outbreak  in  1954. 
Fortunately,  the  great  majority  of  cases  were  very  mild. 

Only  one  case  of  poliomyelitis  was  notified. 

Of  the  intestinal  infections,  only  6  cases  of  dysentry  were  notified, 
all  of  them  being  due  to  the  Sonne  type  of  infection.  No  cases 
of  food  poisoning  were  notified. 

During  the  first  half  of  the  year  a  number  of  cases  of  infectious 
monomucleosis  (glandular  fever)  occurred  among  children  in  one 
part  of  the  town.  The  total  number  of  cases  which  occurred  was 
not  known  as  the  disease  is  not  officially  “  notifiable,”  but  the  cases 
were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Public  Health  Department  usually 
by  informal  notification  by  general  practitioners. 
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Tuberculosis 


Twenty  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  four  cases  of 
non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  registered  during  the  year.  In 
addition,  three  cases  were  restored  to  the  register,  following  the 
return  of  the  patients  to  the  district.  There  were  four  deaths  from 
pulmonary  tuberculosis,  and  none  from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

The  number  of  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified,  and 
the  number  of  deaths  from  this  cause  were  the  lowest  for  many 
years.  This  continues  the  trend  which  has  been  noticed  for  the  past 
three  years,  and  gives  some  support  to  the  general  view  that  with  the 
improved  facilities  for  diagnosis,  hospital  accommodation  and  treat¬ 
ment,  tuberculosis  is  coming  under  control,  and  perhaps  may 
be  eliminated  as  the  most  serious  of  the  infectious  diseases  in  a 
reasonable  time.

Mass  Radiography  is  a  most  valuable  instrument  in  the  early 
diagnosis  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  and  can  detect  the  disease 
before  the  appearance  of  any  symptoms.  Treatment  can  therefore 
be  started  at  a  stage  when  hope  of  a  successful  result  can  be  achieved. 

Vaccination  against  Smallpox

CHIEF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT 


To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of 
The  Borough  of  Weston-super-Mare. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  sanitary 
administration  of  the  Borough  of  Weston-super-Mare  for  the  year 
1953. 

Housing  officials  await  with  some  impatience  a  real  solution  to  the 
problem  of  dealing  with  houses  in  need  of  major  repair  and  re¬ 
conditioning,  the  owners  of  which  are  either  unable  or  unwilling, 
in  view  of  the  low  rents  they  charge,  to  carry  out  the  necessary 
repairs.  A  great  deal  of  progress  has  been  accomplished  in  improv¬ 
ing  housing  conditions,  but  circumstances  have  not  been  at  all 
favourable  towards  the  efforts  made  in  preventing  the  rapid  deter¬ 
ioration  of  property.  The  result  is  that  a  number  of  houses  in  the 
Borough  can  no  longer  be  repaired  at  reasonable  cost.  The  condi¬ 
tion  of  this  class  of  property,  however,  means  that  a  demolition 
order  must  be  made,  which  is  the  normal  procedure  with  houses 
which  are  worn  out. 

Food  premises  received  much  attention  during  the  year,  and  many 
improvements  were  secured.  The  increasing  and  valuable  interest 
taken  by  the  public,  is  an  indication  that  they  are  becoming  hygiene 
conscious. 

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  at  the  Public  Abattoir  has 
been  well  maintained.  In  view  of  recent  announcements  regarding 
the  Government’s  Slaughtering  Policy  it  is  hoped  that  centralised 
killing  will  continue.  It  would  be  a  retrograde  step  if  slaughtering 
of  animals  took  place  as  it  was  before  the  war. 

A  large  amount  of  time  is  well  spent  on  advisory  work,  and  special 
reference  should  be  made  to  work  carried  out  at  food  premises;  the 
care  of  handling  the  food  and  seeing  that  it  is  fit  for  human  con¬ 
sumption.  These  and  other  problems  have  received  consideration 
by  the  Health  and  Housing  Committees,  and  there  is  reason  to 
believe  that  a  national  solution  to  these  involved  questions  will 
ultimately  be  found. 

Once  again  I  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Public  Health  and  Water  Committee  for  their  support, 'and 
to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Dr.  McGowan,  and  the  Chief 
Officials,  with  whom  there  has  been  close  and  cordial  co-operation 
at  all  times.  With  pleasure  I  again  record  the  loyal  and  valued 
assistance  rendered  by  my  staff  and  for  their  team  spirit.

HOUSING 

Under  present  conditions  of  housing  shortage,  it  is  reeognised 
that  there  are  many  problems  associated  with  the  full  operation  of 
the  Housing  Acts.  During  the  year  a  good  deal  of  work  has  been 
undertaken  for  the  repair  of  houses  worthy  of  that  action,  but  there 
are  others  which  are  so  worn  out,  and  not  capable  at  reasonable 
expenditure  of  being  repaired,  that  they  can  only  be  dealt  with  by 
means  of  a  demolition  order.  It  will  be  appreciated  that  every 
demolition  order  made  accentuates  the  demand  for  housing  accom¬ 
modation,  and  it  should  be  noted  that  such  re-housing  does  not 
necessarily  reduee  the  number  of  families  on  the  waiting  list,  because 
in  many  cases,  although  the  houses  were  so  bad,  no  previous  applica¬ 
tions  had  been  received  for  alternative  accommodation. 

Complaints  received  and  dealt  with  during  the  year  numbered  82.

SMOKE  ABATEMENT 

Smoke  observations  on  the  main  factories  and  hotel  chimneys 
within  the  Borough  have  been  well  maintained.  The  problem  of 
satisfactory  fuel  supplies  has  created  many  problems,  and  if  one  could 
only  be  certain  of  having  the  right  type  of  fuel  for  appliances  used, 
smoke  nuisances  would  be  reduced  to  a  minimum. 


PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 

There  has  been  no  increase  in  the  number  of  surface  infestation 
complaints  during  the  past  twelve  months,  and  the  number  of 
complaints  of  mice  infestation  were  much  lower  than  last  year, 
despite  the  mildness  of  the  past  and  present  winter. 

The  use  of  Warfarin  the  new  anti-coagulant  poison  has  done 
much  to  eliminate  rat  infestation,  and  results  show  that  a  greater 
efficiency  has  been  obtained  than  with  any  other  poison  previously 
used.  Observations  throughout  the  country  reveal  that  the  poison 
has  almost  revolutionised  modern  methods  of  pest  control. 
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The  Borough  Sewers  were  test-baited  in  the  spring  of  the  year, 
and  afterwards  received  two  maintenance  treatments.  During 
the  course  of  the  first  treatment  workmen  were  engaged  on  desludg- 
ing  operations  in  one  of  the  larger  trunk  sewers,  and  it  was  interesting 
to  observe  that  the  sludge  and  refuse  removed  contained  numerous 
dead  rats,  as  a  direct  result  of  the  poison  treatment. 

The  refuse  tip  at  Langford  Road  received  regular  attention  during 
the  year,  and  no  complaint  of  rat  infestation  was  received  from  any 
adjoining  property  in  the  area.

RAG  FLOCK  AND  OTHER  FILLING  MATERIALS  ACT,  1951 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Rag  Flock  and  Other  Filling  Materials 
Act,  1951,  four  samples  have  been  submitted  to  the  analyst  for 
examination.  These  have  been  reported  to  be  satisfactory. 


PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  1951 

This  Act  which  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  April,  1952, 
prohibits  any  person  keeping  a  Pet  Shop  except  under  licence  granted 
by  the  Local  Authority.  It  was  designed  to  secure  that  animals 
exposed  for  sale  shall  be  kept  in  suitable  accommodation,  as  regards 
size,  temperature,  lighting,  ventilation  and  cleanliness ;  be  adequately 
supplied  with  suitable  food  and  drink,  and  so  kept  as  to  prevent 
spread  of  infectious  disease,  and  safeguarded  against  risk  of  fire. 

The  number  licensed  for  the  year  is  4. 

Alterations  have  been  undertaken,  where  the  department  has 
made  recommendations,  to  comply  with  the  above  mentioned  Act. 


HYGIENE  IN  CATERING  ESTABLISHMENTS 

There  is  an  increasing  awareness  among  managements  and  staff 
of  the  need  for  cleanliness  and  care  in  the  handling  of  food  destined 
for  our  visitors.  Since  food  hygiene  is  basically  dependent  on  the 
cleanliness  and  clean  habits  of  the  personnel  employed  in  kitchens 
in  the  preparation  and  serving  of  food,  it  is  anticipated  that  in  due 
course  all  such  staff  will  be  provided  with  clean  overalls  and  head 
covering  and  adequate  facilities  for-  them  to  wash  their  hands  fre¬ 
quently,  without  having  to  use  the  kitchen  sink. 

Greater  use  is  being  made  of  washing  machines  and  detergents 
for  cleansing  crockery.  An  improvement  could  be  made  with 
regard  to  the  facilities  for  storing  food,  particularly  in  the  smaller 
establishments.  Experience  has  shown  the  vital  part  played  by  a 
refrigerator  in  minimising  the  risk  of  food  poisoning,  provided  the 
refrigerator  is  properly  used.

SHOPS 


The  Shops  Act  was  transferred  to  the  Health  Department  from 
the  1st  April,  1952,  A  comprehensive  survey  has  been  carried  out 
in  the  Borough,  to  have  a  clear  picture  of  the  number  of  shops  and 
classify  them  in  the  various  trades,  also  recording  whether  the  Act 
is  complied  with.

FOOD  HYGIENE 

There  was  definite  evidence  of  a  keen  desire  by  the  majority  of 
proprietors  of  food  premises  to  maintain  a  standard  of  satisfactory 
hygiene,  both  in  regard  to  personnel  and  premises.  It  is  now  re¬ 
cognised  that  safer  food  results  primary  from  cleaner  personal  habits, 
but  unfortunately  personal  habits  rarely  respond  to  legislation. 
The  process  is  rather  one  of  education,  and  as  in  all  such  processes, 
there  is  the  question  of  long  and  short  term  programmes  to  attain 
the  desired  result.  The  long  term  plan  would  ensure  that  all  children 
are  taught  the  elements  of  food  hygiene,  and  in  this  way,  young 
people  passing  into  the  food  trade  would  have  a  sound  knowledge 
whereby  cleanliness  would  be  practiced  as  a  habit  in  all  catering  and 
other  food  employments. 

It  is  also  important  that  members  of  the  public  should  observe 
food  hygiene  in  their  homes,  and  object  to  unhygienic  practices 
when  they  encounter  them  in  shops  and  restaurants.  During  the 
year  attention  was  especially  focussed  on  preventing  contamination 
of  foodstuffs  by  animals. 
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During  the  year  a  comprehensive  survey  was  made  of  all  the 
licensed  premises  in  the  Borough.  The  survey  entailed  the  inspec¬ 
tion  of  the  sinks,  water  supply,  method  of  cleaning  glasses,  general 
cleanliness,  sanitary  and  washing  facilities.  Structural  defects 
were  notified  to  the  Brewery  Company  and  improvements  carried 
out.  The  licensee  concurred  in  many  of  the  recommendations 
that  were  made,  especially  in  the  use  of  suitable  detergents.  The 
survey  has  given  a  complete  picture  of  the  facilities  afforded  in 
licensed  houses,  and  steps  that  will  need  to  be  taken  to  bring  the 
houses  up  to  a  first  class  standard.

INSPECTION  OE  MEAT  AND  OTHER  EOODS 

A  total  of  55,233  carcases  of  meat  were  inspected  at  the  Public 
Abattoir.  The  quantity  of  meat  found  unfit  for  human  consumption 
and  condemned,  amounted  to  90  tons.  The  number  of  animals 
slaughtered  at  the  Public  Abattoir  has  been  maintained  at  the  same 
high  level  as  in  previous  years. 

Duration  the  year  46  cases  of  cystercercus  Bovis  were  diagnosed 
(amounting  to  *5  per  cent  of  carcases  examined).  The  animals 
affected  were  in  very  good  condition,  and  comprised  of  18  heifers, 
10  steers  and  18  young  cows. 
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The  casualty  animal  figures  for  the  year  have  been  Cattle  258, 
Calves  122,  Sheep  256,  Pigs  1,880,  which  is  an  increase  of  1,386  over 
last  years  figures. 

Transport  and  handling  of  Meat.  The  vehicles  engaged  in  the 
transport  of  meat  from  the  Abattoir  to  the  various  meat  pools  are 
kept  in  good  condition.  Facilities  are  provided  at  the  Abattoir, 
where  there  is  also  a  plentiful  supply  of  hot  water,  for  the  cleansing 
of  meat  lorries,  and  there  has  been  no  complaint  during  the  year  as 
to  their  condition.  They  are  of  the  closed-in  hanging  type  of 
approved  pattern. 

Protective  clothing  is  not  always  as  clean  as  it  might  be,  and  the 
bumpers  have  been  warned  of  the  necessity  of  having  clean  protective 
clothing  when  handling  the  meat.
